/JEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVER-

Even in the case of the international 
debates which draw a class of edu- 
cated and intelligent people, there 
is too much opportunity for “post- 
mortems” and argument when judg- 
ing is left to popular vote.

Medical School Turns' Down A. B. 
Degrees; Pharmacy on 
Increase 


Smothering the defense of the Blue Ridge College eleven 
beneath an avalanche of line plunges and brilliant end runs, inter- 
mingled with successful forward passing attempts, the Hatchetite 
gridmen of George Washington University sent the Maryland 
team down to a 46 to 0 defeat in the opening battle of the season 
played at the Central High School Stadium last Saturday. 

Close to two thousand loynl en- 
thusiasts of the Buff and Blue eleven 
Including President and Mrs. Lewis 
and the several deans, watohed the 
struggle in the heat, and saw a 
George Washington team composed 
of only one veteran of the brilliant 
fiquad of last season toy with the 
opposition offered them by the 


Figures given out by Miss Linda J. 
Kincannon, Registrar, last Saturday 
night at the close of business, showed 
a total registration of 3,772 in all 
departments of the University as 
compared with 3,4 25 registered over 
a corresponding period laBt year. 
Registration is still open apd it 
probable that many, more will sign 
up within the next few dUys, par- 
ticularly after October first, since 
the $6.00 initial payment rule prob- 
ably caused many of the government 
workers to wait till then. 

Arts and Sciences Ahead 

Enrollment has increased notice- 
ably in the Arts and Sciences de- 
partment, where many of the classes 
are overcrowded. Already 3,03 8 , 
have enrolled up to Saturday night, ] 
and comparison with 2,574 for the ' 
same scholastic time last year shows ( 
that there is a total increase of 464. 

The Law School Is the only depart- 
ment to show a falling off in early 
registration. This is • attributed ^to 
higher standards which require two 
years pre-legal course for entrance, 
and distance from pay day. The 
number of early registrants had only 
reached 442 up to Saturday night 
which Is somewhat below the 677 
who had signed up over a cor- 
responding time last year. But if the 
enrollment picks up after the next 
two government dispensations, in the 
same manner it did last year, there 
will be close to 1,000 admissions 
by the end of the next threov weeks. 

Medical School Turns Many Away 

In spite of the limited facilities at 
the Medical School there always 
manages to be an increase in num- 
ber. Last year 262 were registered. 
This year the number has risen to 
267. Each time many must be 
turned away. This year 110 ac- 
credited students were refused ad- 
mission and of more than 200 ap- 
plicants, many of whom boasted 
higher academic degrees than the 
customary B. A., but 88 were ac- 
cepted. 

Even the School of Pharmacy 
shows an increase, 25 being regis- 
tered this year as compared with 22 
at the same time a year ago.

J^ACK of sleep does not affect men- 
tal alertness, according to the 
tests recently conducted by Dr. Moss 
of the Psychology Department. Men- 
tal and physical testa given at the 
beginning and at the close of the 
non-sleep period of sixty hours 
showed no marked difference in re- 
sult, unless it be considered that the 
degree of quickness shown in an- 
swering was heightened. The only 
circumstance which makes it pos- 
sible to doubt Dr. Moss’ results is 
the fact that the subjects were Uni- 
versity students who are all too ac- 
customed to going without sleep for 
indefinite periods of time.

One of the largest units ever sent 
from the Medical School attended the 
six weeks R. O. T. C. encampment at.

Six of the students 
kept awake for 60 consecutive hours 
These were Dr. Fred tf Moss, con- 
ducting the tests, Miss Katherine 
Omwake, Miss Thelma Hunt. Robert 
Ward, and Miss Alice Haines. Two 
of the men students, John Petrie and 
Wataon Monroe remained awake 1 for 
over 80 hours. - r 

Not Harmful To 8tud<*nts 

Statements to the effect that the 
students will suffer as a result of the 
experiment, Dr. Moss characterized 
as "pure bunk.” Eight to ten hours 
sleep was alone sufficient to restore 
them all tio normalcy in every re- 
spect.

ELIGIBILITY DECISION A STEP FORWARD 

Considerable discussion has been heard around school con- 
cerning the action of the University in declaring ineligible for the 
football team several of its stellar members, including the captain 
of the team. Scholarship requirements were not met by these men 
and according to the University rule they were prohibited from 
participating in any branch of activity until they had bettered 
their scholastic standing. This determined stand by the adminis- 
tration, although coming as it does at the outset of the football 
season to weaken the team, is a distinct step forward in carrying 
into effect the rules of the University concerning scholastic re- 
quirements. Such a step, while it may appear to retard the prog- 
ress of the football team, brings home to the members of that team 
and to the student body as a whole that the prime reason for the 
University is the cultivation of the mind. The day when mere 
brawn counted in football has passed forever, and today it is the 
man with the quick, active brain and the natural robust health 
of youth that makes the stellar player. Any team we may place 
on the field will be more whole-heartedly supported, both from 
■within the University and from without, if the scholastic stand- 
ing of its members is kept high. The team made a remarkable 
showing in the opening game last Saturday, but there is no doubt 
but that it would have put up an even better game had the captain 
been able to play. It is hoped that the men effected by the ban 
-will be able to pull their grades up enough in the near future to be 
able to resume play. When they have done so they will re-enter 
the game convinced that the mental and the physical must be 
mixed in the right proportion to produce the best results.

The team missed by 
only six points getting one of the 
team prizes offered from competition 
to the eighty-seven teams entered. 
Marcus Dinwiddle, a Central High 
School student won the international 
Individual event. 

Hugh Everett was coach of the 
Civilian team, and competing with 
the best shots in the country took 
eighth place in the small bore rifle 
class. Riley was captain of the Na- 
tional Guard team. All came back 
with excellent scores when it was 
considered that they were up against 
the crack civilian, army and profes- 
sional marksmen of the country. 
The matches were won by the crack 
marine squad. 

Prizes offered in the team event 
were divided into three classes, 
called A, B. and C, ten medals being 
offered in each class. The Washing- 
ton team just missed placing “in the 
money.” In gaining this place the 
local boys competed against crack 
i service teams from all over tl^fe 
; United States and with other teams 
I from the United States, Cuba and 
Canada. The first six places were 
won by army teams. 

Each member Wins Medal \ 

Every member of the team won 
one of the titles, “marksman,” 
“sharpshooter,” or “expert,” and the 
I corresponding medal. “Marksman” 
is awarded for a score of 210 put of 
300, “sharpshooter” for 230 out of 
300, and the title “expert” is given 
to anyone making a score of 255 out 
j of a possible 300.

vidual marksmen, was won by Mar- 
cus Dinwiddle of Central. Competi- 
| tors in this event fired standing, 
j'kneellng and prone at a target 300 
meters distant. For this he was 
awarded a rifle of the best target 
shooting type.

P. G. Redue, and F. A. Redue. Wal- 
ter R. Stokes, famous coach of the 
George Washington team, took first 
i place in the Washington tryouts, but 
1 was unable to attend the matches.

type of equipment available in their 
study of chemistry and histology. 

The new chemistry laboratory, oc- 
cupying the old Arts and Sciences 
laboratory, has been completely 
equipped with modern desks and the 
shelves along the wall completely re- 
stocked with chemicals and reugents. 
There are ten movable units of these 
desks, with acid treated tops, and lat- 
est plumbing, capable of caring for 
80 to 90 students, with three fept 
allotted to each. Aisleql between 
each unit are five feet wide, permit- 
ting free movement about the labora- 
tory. Eight foot aisles at the walls 
provide space for future wall form 
desks in case of further Increase, 
that will accommodate half ugaln as 
many students. 

Double Shift Eliminated. i 

They were built to suit ihe size of 
the medical school and as planned 
will accommodate the entire fresh- 
man class at once instead of the 
double shift thut has been necessary 
heretofore. Thdre is ample room to 
care for other classes which will use 
it. Chief of these are the third year 
class of fifty in clinical chemistry 
and the 200 members of the school 
for nurses. 

According to Dr. Joseph H. Roe, 
professor of chemistry, excellent fa- 
cilities are provided for clinical and 
research work. Work of such qual- 
ity can be done that it can be ac- 
cepted by the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association.

The increased facilities will ably 
take care of the school for nurses, 
which will instruct women from 
Emergency, Casualty, Gallinger, 
Children’s, Homeopathic, Garfield, 
and George Washington University 
Hospitals. A new training room has 
been opened fbr the nurses for dem- 
onstrations and special instruction. 

The Museum has benefited also, 
and has been moved to the second 
floor, where It can not only display 
more specimens, but be within easier 
reach of the students. 


“I believe in fraternities, and par- 
ticularly I believe In fraternities at 
George Washington,” President Wil- 
liam Mather Lewis told students 
gathered at a smoker of the Sigma 
Nu fraternity last Thursday night. 
Dr. Lewis said that fraternities 
taught loyalty not only to their own 
Ideals but to the educational institu- 
tion at which they were located.
